DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 7 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: phototransistors are 
generally known, including HBT phototransistors that (1) are formed on either doped or semi- 
insulating substrates; (2) employ wide-bandgap emitter compositions and quantum structures in 
the collector region; and (3) either possess or omit the base electrode. However, a search of the 
relevant art failed to disclose or reasonably suggest such an HBT phototransistor wherein the 
collector further includes an oppositely doped sidewall region in the position and for the intended 
use as set forth in the independent claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
